Claims Rejection Under 35 USC - 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Lo (6,353,965). 

Lo discloses guiding sheath assembly for a hinge of an eyeglass frame comprise 
g a center piece and side pieces 50 fitted pivotably thereto, having a spring element 30 
cooperating with said side pieces 50, a housing having a recess receiving the hinge 
element 10 and the spring element 30 within which housing the hinge element 10 
displaceably disposed, and having a locking body 20 disposed in the recess the locking 
body 20 having a receiving region 205 and the housing having a deformation region 502 
which is displaceable into the receiving region 205 characterized in that the receiving 
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region 205 is configured such that the locking body 20 and hence the hinge element 10 
is prevented from being twisted and from being pulled out of the recess; wherein the 
deformation region 502 is formed by at least one wall region of the housing which is 
plastically deformable by means of a tool; wherein the wall region is closed (see figures 
1, 2, 4-9 and the related disclosure.)
